Lund Deplores Failure Of People 
To Support Community Chest Drives

Russell Lund, general chair-*1 
man of the. Torrance drive of 
Jie area Community Chest, this 
week deplored the lack of sup­ 
port given the "162 campaigns 
in one" now in progress.

"Reports from around   the 
state Indicate that a good many 
cities and towns have been ha' 
ng difficulty meeting their Com­ 
munity Chest quotas. This is to 
be regretted. The work of the 
immunity Chest, it need hardly, 
e said, Is far too vital to be 
ar/dicapped by Insufficient 

fun*.
But. deploring the lack of 

proper support for the Com­ 
munity Chest will ribt help fill 
t.

'The question should be asked, 
why are quotas not being easily 
met. The postwar letdown 
among people In general could 
be cited as one cause. The high 
ost of living undoubtedly has 
ts effect also. But probably 

the biggest cause is thpt more 
and more we are getting away 
rom the idee of a single an­ 

nual drive for charitable and 
welfare purposes.

"More and more special drives 
are being launched. The worthi­ 
ness ef these special campaigns 

not questioned, but the na- 
ural reaction on the part of 
he public Is that it can't be 
>aying out money continually 
or one cause or another no 

matter how deserving they are. 
other words, the average 

man's pocketbook can only 
tand so much.

Community Chest drive, we are 
Icing our part in the reestab- 
stvnent of the single-campaign 
iractlce under which all chari~ 
lea and welfare organizations 
''111 receive ;i proper share.

Additional contributions 
brought In from Torrance 
teams In the Cojnmunlty 
Chest's annual appear for 152 
Bed Feather agencies have 
brought totals here to $7,548, 
the aggregate of 1,208 gifts, 
or 41 percent of the $18,364 
goal, It Is announced by Rus­ 
sell Lund, chairman.

The campaign Is far behind 
the average of cities asso­ 
ciated In the campaign, re­ 
ports made to Lund showing 
an average percentage of more 
than 65 percent with- more 
than a half . dozen districts' 
already over the top.

'necessary volunteers, accord­ 
ing to Lund, who says that 
the men and women who have 
volunteered for the community 
service and support for the 
veterans,' health, welfare and 
youth agencies ore doing ex­ 
cellent work Individually.

•ere rejected by the Board of grounds useless for some per-
Supervisors last week, acting on 

 ecommendatlon by R. E. 
Shonerd, county chief mechanical 
engineer.

The area of the proposed dis­ 
trict included all county torrT- 
tory east of Normandie ave. 
and north of Wilmingtoh.

In making the rejection mo- 
:lon Supervisor Raymond V. 
Darby called the attention of 
ils colleagues to the fact that 
Dominguez is inaluded In -the 
boundary of the proposed West 
Basin municipal water district, 
formation of which is to- be de- 
ilded at an election previously 

scheduled by the supervisors for 
January 14 next.

In his written rccommenda 
tlon Shonerd merely said that 
letting up of the waterworks 

district "woulds now not be to 
the advantage of the commun­ 
ity."

This-petitioning was in pro- 
tcst to the formation of a muni­ 
cipal water district which in­ 
cludes the geologically described 
West Basin area and which is­ 
sue comes to special election in 
January.
